-Spring-tides rife in this Bay from i S to 20 
tMt, and neaps from 1 1 to 1 2 ; its expofure is to the fouth, and cannot be 
ahected by any ftorms, however great, except thofe from foutherly points ■ 
there is a little bay on the weft fide, formed by a ridge of rocks, of about 
140 yards in length running out from the -Ihore, which being covered at 
iugh-water fpnng-tides, does not (belter it from ftorms with foutherly 
winds. If a Pier were to be built on this, extending only the leiwth of the 
ridge^ of rocks before-mentioned, this -would form a harbour for veffels

Mr. RENNIE ’s Report. 

Sir, 

IN my Letter to you of the 1 7th of January laft, I gave a fliort account of the App* (A. & B.) 
little Bay or Inlet of Ardglafs in the County of Down, but for want of the necef- 
fary furveys, I was unable to make a Plan or Eftimate of the expence. Thofe I 
have now got, and although not fo corredl: as I could wilh, they have enabled me 
to make out a Plan of the propofed works, and an Eftimate of their probable ex- 
pence. 

• The Bay of Ardglafs lies about a league to the eaftward of St. John’s Point, the 
eaftern boundary of the Bay of Dundrum, and about two leagues weft of the 
entrance to Lough Strangford. Its entrance between Ringfadd Rocks and Phennick 
Point is about 700 yards wide, and its length at low water, from a line drawn be- 
tween Ringfadd Rocks and Phennick Point, is about 8co yards, but at high w’ater 
the tide overflows about 350 yards more. 

There is no river that difeharges its water into this Bay, and therefore it has no 
bar at its entrance. The foundings from the fea gradually decreafe to the head of 
the Bay, and there is neither funk rock nor fand bank in it, except what is called 
The Round Rock, on which there is a perch, and a fmali fand bank which lies 
north-eaft of this rock, neither of which are the fmalleft detriment to this place 
as a refort for Ihipping. 

There is a greater rife of tide at Ardglafs than at any other part of the Eaft 
Coaft of Ireland. This great rife is owing to the Tides from the louth and north 
ends of the Channel meeting. Near Pul, in the Ifle of Man, ordinary fpring-tides 
rife from 18 to 20 feet; neaps from 11 to 12 feet. The foundings at the entrance 
of the Bay at low water are from 27 to 3.0 feet ; oppoflte Lord Lecaie’s Caftle from 
]4 to 20 feet; oppoflte the Round Rock from 10 to 14 feet; on tiie fand bank 
north-eaft of it from 4 to 3 feet ; and from thence to near the head of the Bay 
fi-otn 3 to 4 feet. 

The fides of the Bay are indented in feveral places, and thefe Indents or little 
bays are bounded at their entrances by ridges of rocks, which, by ftretching into 
the principal bay, form Ib many fmall harbours, and proteeft them in fome degree 
from the feas brought in by foutherly w'inds, being the only winds to whicli the 
Bay is expofed ; but thefe rocks are not fufliciently high- to afford the requifitc 
fhelter for veflels in ftorms or even when the wind blows frefli, and therefore Ard- 
glafs Bay cannot be reforted to with fafety by veflels (in ftormy weather from 
foutherly points) of larger burthen than from forty to fifty tons; fome works are 
therefore wanted to render this Bay fafe in foutherly winds. 

The two principal inlets in Ardglafs Bay are the Harbour at Lord Lecaie’s Caflic 
on the w'eft tide, and Ardholl on the eaft fide. The former is the largeft, and clear 
of roLks ; the entrance to the latter is intricate, in conf.-quence of the rocks which 
. . R lie 
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he at its month , the inlet, at Lord Leeale’s Caftle. is bounded on the fouth by a 
ridge of rooks which extend into the Bay about 140 yards, they are entirely 
covered at high-water fpring-tides, and there are feveral low places m them througn 
which the feSs break with great violence, and render it unfafefor veffels to take 
Reiter there The north fide of this inlet is bounded by feveral ridges of Rocks 
that ftretch out as far as thofe on the fouth 1 but they are unconneded 
covered at high water, fo that, as it now is, no veffciS, except thofe of the bciore- 
S^entioned fizl can lie in it with fafety. What, therefore, is wanted is a Pier to 
break ofi'the feas in fevere ftorms from the fouth. 

Various plans have been fuggefted for Reltering the Harbour before deferibed 
It has been propofed to build a Pier on the fouth ridge ot rocks, nort of Lord 
Lecale's Caftlc, and a Breakwater fouth of it to flielter this Pier. Ano her Pier is 
propofed to be built on the north ridge of rocks nearly oppofite to the Kings 
Cattle. 

The plan above deferibed feems to me unneceffarily 
on the fouth ridge is all that can be required; and this lliould be built near the 
north fide of it, becaufc as the ridge is wide, extending for upwards of nmet^y yards 
fou of this propofed Pier, the feas will be fuffic.ently broke off by the rock 
S to vender any further work for flielter unneceffary. And as to that propofed 
on = north fide If the inlets, nearly oppofite the = baffle rt can be of no 

ufe whatever, as no feas come from that quarter ; but, on the contrary, it wi.l be 
very detrimental in foutherly winds, by preventing fuch 

felves amonv the rocks, and thereby would occafion a rebound m the Harbour, 
and create treat undulation, which would endanger the fefety of veffels lying m the 
Harbou The Pier I propofe ,s reprefented on the Plan that acconipames this 
Seport! and extends onW to‘the extremity of the ridge teen at low water ; to extend 
it beyond this would prove exceedingly expenfive as the water , '"“p ‘ 

not for the great expcnce, the benefits would be incalculable ! for if the Pier weie 
to be extended feventy yards further than the rock, the whole of the Haibour, com- 
prifing about fix EnglU acres, would be completely ciofed in with the fouth-weft 
point of the Phennick Rock, and therefore no fea whatever could affea it. 

A Pier, extending to the extremity of the ridge, will, as per my eftimate, coft, if 
nronerlv executed, /. 14,662, but if extended feventy yards further, this exlcnfion 
dole ilould cotl about £. 16,886, together £. 3 1,548. The 
that would be derived from the extenfion beyorid the rock, 
far outweigh the extra expence, for there would not only be |n additional 
of water flidtered and rendered fit for the accommodation of veffels, but the depth 
of the outer part near the head of the Pier being above 3 feet 
head of the fliorter Pier, veffels of a larger draught of water could thereby feid 
Liter. Its benefits, therefore, would be extended to a much larger eh6 
than it will by means of the fliorter Pier, and of courfc much more beneficial to 
the coafting trade, as well as to His Majefty s gun-brigs cutters ficd 
claffes of aTmed veffels. providing they did not exceed 350 tons. If ‘ee ““rt 
Pier is adopted, it will not be fife for veffels larger than from 250 to 300 tons to 
Ihelter in it. 

I might have entered into a much wider defeription of the ylvantages that wi 
arifc to the Trade of the Channel from this Harbour than I ‘-ve done, bu ^ 
Commanders of His Majeffy’s veffels that cruize on the “f '“f 
of vefl'els that navigate the Channel, are better able to Ipeak to thele points

Agreeable to their Lordffiips diredions, lignified to me in your Letter of the Apu* fC &D i 
£8th ult. I have read with much attention Mr. Ogilvle’s Addrefs to the Board ^ 

relative to the fituation of Ardglafs, in the County of Down, on the Eaft Coaft of 
Ireland, as well as taken into confideration the Report of Mr. Rennie, a Civil En- 
gineer thereon, together with feveral other papers on the fame fubjedt in my poftef. 

I have alfo minutely examined Mackenzie’s Survey of the Irifti Channel, and 
find that the final! harbour of Ardglafs is the only open and fafe port along the 
whole of the Eaftern Coaft of Ireland where velfels can venture to run for iheiter 
when caught thereon in eafterJy gales. Its entrance from the fea is perfedly open 
and free, without either bar or any other danger to impede the ingrefs or egrefs of 
whatever veflel may have occafion to feek its anchorage, and appears particularly 
adapted for the fecurity and ufe of the coafting traders navigating the Irifh Seas, 
as well as for that of tiie fmall fliips of war and revenue cutters occafionally fta- 
tioned there. 

The great benefits likely to be obtained by adding to the advanlagcs it already 
pofleftes in point of pofition, whatever fhall be deemed further neceflary for the 
greater fecurity of vefiels feeking its fhelter either for the purpofes of trade or 
fafety during tempeftuous weather, would, in my opinion, juftify the expences of 
carrying them into execution. 

In its prefent ftate it is not capable of admitting (to lay afloat at low tides) 
veffels drawing more than 14 feet water, which I prefame few of the coafters ex- 
ceed, but I have no doubt that fliips of almoft any draft of water, in cafes of ex- 
treme diftrefs, might rifque going into this harbeui at all times of tide, and fave 
both fliip and people by boldly ilicking her on the mud and fand banks at the 
upper or inner parts thereof, where they would be fecured againft the elfcets of 
both wind and fea. 

I have alfo particularly attended to a Plan of this place by a Captain Taylor of 
the Engineers, as well as examined into the intended improvements for the purpofe 
of adding to its further fecurity, capacity and depth of water; and I am clearly of 
opinion, that if thefe are judicioufly conduced, and a Light-houfe or Land-mark 
properly eredted to diftinguilh its entrance, the Port of Ardglafs may be made- 

highly 
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highly beneficial to Navigation in general, and to the Irlfh Coaftlng Trade 
in particular, and that it will allb be the means of faving many lives and velTels from 
vearly deftrudtion.

HAVING infpeded the Harbour of Ardglafs, on the coaft of the county of 
Down, at the defire of Mr. Ogilvie, and taken Soundings round part of the Rocks 
which were neceffary to found an opinion of the pradicability of rendering it a place 
of fafety for veflels taken with eafterly ftorms on that coaft, on entering it at all 
times of tide ; it does appear to poffefs fingular advantages for that purpofe ; the 
coaft is bold for fome diftance on each fide of the entrance, free of fand banks or 
bar, or any other obftrudions, with deep water at the loweft ebbs of fpring-tides 
up to the Creek within the Harbour, which is the place of fafety, as will appear by 
the Soundings marked on a Sketch of the Harbour herewith fubmitted. 

The Rocks bounding this Creek are perfedly feen at low water, are very bold,- 
nearly, at moft places perpendicular, and therefore fafe for veftels coming in at that 
time of tide, but at the rife of tide and high water are covered, fo that the proper 
place of fafe-ty could not be well diftinguiihed, it would therefore be neceflary to 
build walls along the Rocks. 

The infidc of the Creek at the fouth fide flaould be cut down, ftraightened, and 
a Quay built, along fide of which veftels might run with fafety in the greateft 
ftorms at all times. The Creek here meant has a clear bottom of fand ftightly 
covering clay, which is alfo the cafe through the whole of the Harbour under low 
water, the heft anchorage ground pofiible. This Creek lies at the fouth-weft fide 
of the Harbour, under the Caftle, is only a few minutes fail within the Headlands,, 
therefore of eafy ingrefs and egrefs, but the Harbour is very capacious, extending 
about a mile inland within the Headlands, and forming many Creeks, complete 
Havens for fmall Veflels, and the moft convenient places for careening, forming 
graving docks at very trifling expence, and places for ftiip-building very convenient. 
Few places on any coaft furnifli equal advantages, and none on the Eaft Coaft of Ire-: 
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ARDGLASS HARBOUR.

^be an objedt of public attention. ’

provement of other Engineers and Naval Men, and a more particular Eftimate made,

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on the Eaft Coafl: of Ireland, and render its improvement an objea of national 
importance, lhat the Harbour rs fituated at nearly the moft cafterly point of 
Ireland, and open to the Channel, bounded on each fide by high rocks, that make 
It eafy to dercried acrofs the Channel from Mann ; with deep water and a bold 
the Bay is about a mile wide from Ringfadd 
Point to Phcnmck Point ; and about a mile deep, having no reef fand bank or 
funk rock rn the offing or entrance to the Harbour, and having no bar, but with 
a lofficicnt depth of water in the Harbour for veflels to come in at the lowed ebb 
fo that It a proper Pier were built within the Harbour, veffels could find (kfety and’ 
flieherat Ardglafs m the eafterly gales, fo dangerous in the Channel, by running 
for It at any time of tide, which they cannot do for any other Harbour from Bclfeft 
to Wateriord, as they are all Bar Harbours and can be'entered only at certain times 
of tide } — 

therefore pray that your Grace would take this important objedb to the Trade 
and Navigation of the Empire into your confideration, and recommend a Grant 
of Money to buijd a proper Pier in Ardglafs Harbour^—

Me. Rennie’s REPORT, prefented to the Lords of the Admiralty, 
February 2d 1809. 

Sjp London, January 17th 1809. 

IN confequence of your-diredtions. I went to Ardglafs on the 23d day of Decern- 
(L.) her laft, and particularly examined the Bay, took foundings, and obtained fuch 
other information refpedting it as appeared necefiary to enable. me to form a correfl 
opinion refpefling its capabilityof being formed into an Harbour for the accommoda- 
tion of fuch veffels as may have occalion to frequent it in the way of trade, or as a 
Port of refort to fliips navigating the Channel, when overtaken by_ftorms .j but at 
prefent, owing to .the -Surveys I have diredted to be taken not being completed, I 
am unable to lay down a fpecific Plan for its improvement, or an Eilimate of the 
probable expence. . . . - 

But in the interim, I beg leave to Rate, that the Bay of Ardglafs is very favourably 
fituated for the refort of veiTels -that navigate the Channel, provided they do not 
exceed 300 tons burthen, indeed 250 may be faid to be the largeft clafs ofvelTels' 
that can with pevfcd fafetyin bad weather fr^uent it. The entrance is deep, there 
is no bar., the rife of .tides is great, and there is no foul ground to obftmd it; at low 
water, ordinary fprlng-tides, there is from I2 to 14 feet of water, within the rocks 
at the Caftle-j and at tlieir extremity there is from 16 to 17 feet, and in the middle 
'between thence and the oppofite fide there is from 26 to 30 feet ; at the mouth of 
the Bay there is above 40 feet ^ fo that vefrels which do not draw moie than 13 
feet waler may enter it any time of tide. 

Not having examined any of the adjoining Bays or Harbours, I am unable to 
make any comparilon between them and Ardglafs ; but this, I prefurae, may eafly 
be had from Pilots and feafaring people refidents in the couniry, or who are accuU 
•tomed to frequent them ; and their opinions on this fubj.ed are better entitled to 
weight than mine. 

Soon after I have received the Surveys, a regular Plan and Report 0 iall be made;
